Unusual Accident on Santa Fe 
Yesterday South of 
This City

— 
A distance of two or three fest yes­ 
terday separated a troop train on the 
Santa Fe from a serious wreck 
and 
possible killing or injuring of a large 
number of sailors, 
when 
the train 
struck a cook house trailing a tractor 
at a Santa Fe crossing on the San 
Joaquin ranch just south of the Fred 
Culver place. 
Had the train struck 
the tractor a serious accident might 
have resulted.

The tractor had just crossed 
the tracks when the train struck the 
crossing.

It was th ijf device that enabled the Germans tc 
make such spectacular gains in their 1918 offensives 
in France. 
T he plan, however, proves to have its disad­ 
vantages. 
The best and bravest men in the German 
army have been killed and disabled to a far greatei 
extent, proportionate)’, than the others. 
There art 
now few shock units left that have anywhere neat 
the driving power in the spring and early summer 
W orse yet, the withdrawal of these exceptional mer. 
from the rank and file o f the army has greatly 
lowered the average energy and morale. 
These facts have been clearly demonstrated in 
all the recent o r a tio n s . 
The average German 
division fights more feebly and gives up more easily. 
This accounts, to a considerable extent, for the re­ 
cent Allied successes. 
Germany is now paying the 
natural penalty for the victories she recently won by 
so thriftless an expenditure of her best fighting stuff. 
The Allies have pursued the normal, rational 
plan of leaving their best individual fighters exactly 
where they were, to keep up the 
average unit 
strength. 
A fter long and hard pummelling, they 
are now reaping their reward in seeing almost any 
Allied unit prove its superiority over any German 
unit whenever they are evenly matched in battle. 
This is especially true, perhaps, of the American 
army, which as yet has lost few of its best men, and 
in which there is a larger average of first-class ma­ 
terial than there ever was in the German army. 
General Pershing can take any American unit ai 
random, and send it into battle knowing that it wil 
fight with a vigor anil dash equal to that of the best 
troops the kaiser ever had. 
Our entire army toda\ 
is composed o f shock troops, while Germany’s have 
vanished. 
That is why we beat the Huns alway?, 
and everywhere.

ANAHEIM, Sept. 20.—A very suc­ 
cessful season was reported by F. E. 
Halladay, manager of the Anaheim 
Orange Growors’ Association, at* the 
annual meeting. Halladay reported a 
substantial increase in new business 
during the year, and altogether the 
best year from a financial standpoint 
that the growers of this association 
have ever had. 
All of the fruit from this house 
was shipped early at the request of 
the growers. 
The last 
car of 
the 
pooled fruit was sold July 1st. Hence 
Halladay explained, that all the Va­ 
lencias were sold prior to the extreme­ 
ly high prices that prevailed in July, 
August and September. 
Season A v erag e $4.58 
Therefore, cbnsidering that all the 
fruit was shipped early, the season 
average of $4.58 net per packed b.»x 
for all grades and all sizes was very 
gratifying to the members. 
This 
means an average of $.'5.34 1-2 per loose 
pounds of fruit weighed in at 
the 
packing house. 
Great care was taken as usual to 
pack out all marketable 
fruit 
and 
the manager reported that less than 
one-half of one per cent, of the fruit 
was culled. Thus. on the average, a 
grower who brought in IOO loose boxes 
of fruit, lost less than half a box in 
culls. The average park out for the 
season was a trifle ovei^ 75 per cent.

Corps. These telegrams and a letter 
from President Wilson indicate that 
it is the policy of the government to 
provide potential officers and leaders,

schools is especially desirable. 
Men of draft age, 18 to 45, who can 
pass the regular army physical exam ! 
{nation and who have graduated from 
a high school, or possess the equiva­ 
lent education, are eligible to mem­ 
bership in the Students’ Army Train­ 
ing Corps. They, may matriculate at 
the U. S. C. L a w School and after­ 
ward voluntarily join the S. A. T. C. 
These men will be members of the 
army of the United States with the 
rank of private. 
They will receive a 
private’s pay and be uniformed and 
maintained in barracks erected on 
the campus, all at goyernment ex­ 
pense.

SAN FRANCESCO, Sept. 2«.-jA ne* 
plan of controlling food prices in Cal­ 
ifornia. intended to keep all' handlers 
of foodstuffs within a reasonable mar­ 
gin of profit, and further to protect the 
public against .profiteering, bas beep 
announced by Ralph P. Merritt, federal 
food commissioner for California. 
Commencing Thursday, 
September 
26, Mr. Merritt said, every retail gro- 
cer and vegetable dealer in the state 
will be ordered to post in his establish­ 
ment, in a conspicuous place, a large 
placard or board containing a list Of 
a dozen or more leading staple foods 
and vegetables, w ith the prices he paid 
and the prices he is charging the con­ 
sumer. 
Mellitus office will make out lists of 
basic maximum prices 
covering all 
licensed foods, down the line from the 
wholesaler or commission men to the 
retailer. The Food Administration will 
provide a corps of trained inspectors 
who dally will 
compare in 
various 
cities and sections of the state these 
basic prices with those charged by the 
merchsnt. 
Any excessive charges found by the 
inspectors, which show 
unreasonable 
margin of profit hy either the whole­ 
saler, the commission man or the re­ 
tailer, will result in immediate sum­ 
mons foi* trial. Conviction will mean 
revocation of license, or, in the case 
of unlicensed dealers, their supplies 
will be cut off, Merritt said. 
Complaints by consumers of what 
they believe to

excessive prices 
can he filed with any county food ad­ 
ministrator in writing, and prompt in­ 
vestigation will be made.
